In addition to firing at the river 
patrols throughout the rainy night,

Church Council Hails 


UN Korean Action

TORONTO, July 13—Asserting that armed attack as an 
instrument of national policy is “wrong,” the central com-) 
mittee of the World Council of Churches voted here Thurs-, 
day night to commend the United Nations for authorizing) 
police action in the Korean war. 


The world council represents 156 
protestant and orthodox church 
bodies in 44 countries. 


Labelling the attack of North 
Korean troops an “act of aggres- 
sion,” the church body called on 
all governments to “press indi- 
vidually and through the United 
Nations for a just settlement by 
negotiation and conciliation.” 


“The enforced division of a peo- 
le in Korea or elsewhere is a 
itter result of the divided world,” 

the committee said. “It violates 
fundamental rights and increases 
the threat to peace. The United 
Nations has attempted to establish 
e free, united and independent 
Korea within the community of 
nations, every opportunity which 
may arise from the present tragic 
situation must be used to gain 
this end.” 

Following the vote two commit- 
tee members requested that a note 
be appended expressing their op- 
position as pacificists to that part 
of the statement endorsing police 
action. 

They were the Rev. Dr. Edwin 
T. Dahlberg, former president of 
the American Baptist Convention, 
and Algie V. Newlin, of the Five 
Years Meeting of Friends. 

The Korean situation, the com- 
mittee “declared, need not be the 
“beginning of a general war.” Nor 
must world-wide conflict be re- 
garded as inevitable. Calling for 
a ban on atomic and bacteriologi- 
cal warfare and “obliteration 
bombing” by international agree- 
ment, the committee warned 
against the so-called Stockholm 
Appeal as a “strategy of propa- 
ganda rather than a genuine peace 
proposal.” 

The Stockholm Appeal was is- 
sued last March by the congress of 
partisans of peace. It demanded 
the outlawing of atomic weapons 
but without “effective” interna- 


tional inspection and control. 

“The conflict in Korea,” the 
statement declared, “reveals the 
precarious nature of peace and se- 
curity in the world today. The 
World Council of Churches ex- 
presses its deep concern and calls 
upon its members as a world-wide 
Christian fellowship to pray for 
Korea, where guilty and innocent 
suffer or perish, together, and to 
bear witness to Christ as Lord of 
all alike and as Prince of Peace.” 
Indicating that the Korean war 
“may wel Ibe one .of a possible 
series of thrusts at weak points in 
world society,” the committee’s 
statement added: 

“Postwar totalitarianism relies.

Probably the United States Chamber of 
Commerce reflected the attitude of most 
businessmen when it heartily indorsed the 
decision to put the tax cut bill aside. In- 
stead of lower taxes, the Chamber sees 
higher taxes if things worsen in Korea.

it. Two were sent to jail for contempt of 
court. 

Henderson was. sentenced to death. 
Conviction was by circumstantial evi- 
dence, but the evidence was strong and 
most of it was supplied by members of 
Henderson’s own race. 

On appeal to the Supreme Court, Hep- 
derson’s lawyer argued his constitutional 
rights were violated because some evi- 
dence, the testimony of the person in- 
volved, was taken with the public ex- 
cluded. On this contention the Court 
ruled that Henderson had waived his 


srights in that instance when he failed to 


protest and when his attorney agreed to 
excluding the public. 

But the Court went further into the 
case. It found that the circumstanial evi- 
dence on which Henderson was convicted 
failed to exclude “every reasonable doubt” 
as required by law. It pointed out that the 
person involved failed to identify Hen- 
derson as the assailant. And through 
ballistics tests indicated the fatal shot was 
fired from a pistol allegedly owned by 
Henderson at the time, the Court said there 
was possibility the ballistic expert erred. 

A new trial was ordered. But it is no 
victory for the Communists. Rather, the 
Supreme Court’s reversal is proof that 
Georgia courts dispense justice despite 
the interference of those who use freedom 
to stab justice in the back. 

With the Korean war in progress and 
tension heightening daily, members of the 


.Supreme Court have placed themselves 


alongside Federal Judge Harold Medina 
in meriting public esteem.

‘No Tax Reduction Now 


Business and industry always bear the 
heaviest proportionate tax burden in war- 
time. In the last war an excess profits tax 
took more than 85 per cent of corporate 
profits above certain exemptions. 

And the next war will cost far more 
than the last. For example, an airplane 
that cost $500,000 in the last war now costs 
the military $975,000—nearly twice as 
much. Military trucks which cost $3,000 
each in the last war now run to $6,000. 
Even the lowly but necessary Jeep has 
skyrocketed in price. It cost $1,051 during 
the war. Now the price is $2,700 each. 

Our World War II tanks are no match 
for the Russian tanks operating in Korea. 
Yet duplicates of our outmoded tanks now 
cost $120,000 each, whereas the cost was 
only $60,000 in the last war. The same 
ratio is true with practically every weapon 
and every piece of equipment used by the 
Army, Navy, Air Force and Marines. 
Prices have doubled and tripled. 

What is true of tanks is also true of 
most other weapons now in the hands of 
the armed forces. They are outmoded and 
no match for newer models we will meet 
on the battlefield. Replacement will be 
a long and costly process. A tax reduc- 
tion under such conditions, would be ab- 
surd.

Anybody want to go halfings on a Holstein? 


The State Milk Control Board? The State Milk Control] Board 
represents Georgia’s attempt to repeal a law it had no part in pass- 
ing ... that of supply and demand. 


It is dedicated to the new theory in dairying, namely 
that it is easier to milk the public than a cow. 


It sets a price below which the farmer cannot sell his milk .. . 
unless, having priced himself out of the market, he has to pour 
it out. 


The Board is made up largely of experts. One gets the 
feeling that they are familiar with every tyte dairy product 
except the milk of human kindness. 


Theoretically, of course, the Board does have some consumer 
representatives. But actually the public seems to have less voice 
thereon than the minority party in the Politburo. 


The 2-cents-a-quart increase goes into effect August 1. 
Usually, the price of milk follows a seasonal trend, going 
down in the spring and up again in the fall. According to 
this theory, this has been one of the shortest summers in 
history. 


Incidentally, as far as I am concerned, the Milk Board’s decision 
is another argument against an early primary. It is significant, I 
mean, that it didn’t take its high-handed action until after the 
votes were in.

Warren-Taft 
Tiff Shaping Up 


WASHINGTON—Repercussions from the re- 

cent California primary continue to set Gov. 

Earl Warren up as a topflight candidate for the 

Republican Presidential nomination two years hence. The more 

Eastern observers study the returns the more they become con- 

vineed that the Western Governor is likely to loom as one of the 
most important figures in the 1952 GOP national convention. 


Warren’s feat in polling an overall majority of some 600,000 
in the California primary, in the face of the fact that the Demo- 
crats have an advantage of more than a million in registration, 
is taken generally to mean that he will go on to an easy victory 
in November. It is on this assumption that he is already being 
looked upon as a powerful contender for the top prize of his party 
when the next Presidential campaign year comes around. 


Long Pull President Truman’s recent act in giving his bless- 

ing to James Roosevelt, nominated by the Demo- 
crats to oppose Warren, has not changed the estimate observers 
make of the situation. Even the Roosevelt supporters concede that 
he has a long uphill pull, not promising at best. 


As evidence of how the Warren boom has blossomed forth since 
the California balloting, the United States News & World Report 
used his picture for the front cover in a recent issue and devoted 
an entire article to an optimistic appraisal of his chances. Other 
magazines are known to be scheduling similar articles for future 
editions. 


Describing him as “the big, placid Governor of California,” po- 
litical experts of the United States News & World Report agree 
that Warren “now is firmly established among the topflight candi- 
dates for the Republican nomination.” The primary results put 
him in that position, the magazine says. 


Here is the way the editors size up the Warren prospects: 


“Political observers see, first of all, a strapping, friendly, con- 
fident man with a vote-pulling personality, who has devoted his 
entire adult life to politics and public service. His views and atti- 
tudes are demonstrated by the things he has done in the course of 
that career as well as by his statements on issues. 


“The record shows Gov. Warren to be a Republican liberal 
with ideas on many questions that would make the die-hard con- 
servative element of the party shudder. In this way, he is iden- 
tified with the group that is trying to liberalize the party and re- 
cently won important victories in the Pennsylvania and Oregon 
primaries. 

“If this element should increase its strength inside the party 
in the next two years, the Warren chances for the Presidential 
nomination would be much enhanced. But, as it is, he faces stiff 
competition from such candidates as Sen. Robert A. Taft, of Ohio, 
and from supporters of General of the Army Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower.” 

The magazine concluded by saying that all the signs point to 
a big majority victory by Gov. Warren over Mr. Roosevelt in No- 
vember. “That,” it adds, “would make Warren’s candidacy for the 
"52 nomination one that party leaders could not ignore. Warren, 
the liberal Republican, obviously must be considered a strong fac- 
tor in the contest.” 


No Fault Seasoned Washington observers can find no fault 

in the appraisal thus made. It conforms to the 
judgment of the best political brains at the national capital. War- 
ren promises to be a dominant figure in the next party convention, 
if, as most people believe, he comes through in November with an 
easy victory. 

From the way things are stacking up, the battle will be between 
Warren and Sen. Robert A. Taft, who, in order to qualify, must 
also overcome the hurdles of the November election. If Taft by 
chance should be eliminated in the elections of this Fall, the Cali- 
fornian’s position would be all the more improved. 

Much of all of this is a repetition of the things that were said 
right after the California primary, but the fact that they are still 
being repeated emphasizes the extent to which the Warren stature 
is growing.

Many dealers are 
carrying on in as normal a fashion as possible 
and giving their overanxious customers a fair 
shake. Others are chiseling. 


I know one outfit that’s freezing out its 
salesmen. Why pay them a commission 
when all it needs.is a man at a desk inside 
the door to take the people’s money? 


Trade-in values at this establishment have 
taken a sudden sag, while all the new cars being 
delivered just happen to be equipped with every 
accessory there is, from a special bottle with 
rubber hoses to keep the battery from going dry, 
to an electrically controlled lock for the gasoline 
cap. A car so weighted down costs $500 more 
than the standard delivered price. 

Eighty-five-cent-a-pound coffee is upon us 
again; the Senate’s investigation into that seems 
to have done no good. Beefsteak is well over 
a dollar a pound; I hear rumors of housewives 
buying sugar in 100-pound sacks. 


This kind of business is stupid. Our crops 
are excellent and we've still got surpluses of 
stuff to eat from last year and the year before; 
caves full of butter, warehouses crammed with 
dried eggs, elevators bulging with grain and pits 
filled with potatoes dyed blue. Anybody who 
hoards things to eat at this stage of the game 


is hysterical and it’ll serve them right to find 
himself with a pantry full of spoiled food. 

And that brings us to the freezer man; he 
happened to be the president of the Amana 
Corporation, which manufacturers these icy 
boxes in Iowa.

The Court Raises the Status 
Of the Lowly Bullfrog

The next time you pass a quiet pond at dusk, and hear the 
stentorian Jug-o’-Rum of a grandpa bullfrog, you may detect a 
slight difference in tone—a basso profundo blend of importance 
and belligerence, like Texas Tom Connally putting a Republican 
member of the Senate Foreign Relations Committee in his place 
with a rumbling harrumph! 

This will be because the bullfrog, heretofore just a burp among 
the lilypads or a pair of succulent frogs’ legs fried toute en beusse, 
has now been raised to the status of a lega] entity, thanks to the 
learned opinion of the Honorable J. Lindsay Almond, Jr., Attorney 
General of the Commonwealth, responding to a request for en- 
lightenment from Trial Justice R. S. Wright, Jr., of Woodstock, Va. 


Judge Wright had asked whether the taking of 
Legal Query bullfrogs on premises not owned by the taker 
of said bullfrogs requires a State hunting license. The question was 
answered by the Attorney-General’s citation of Section 29-131 of 
the State Code, reflecting the intent of the General Assembly not 
to expose any wild animal within the confines of the Old Dominion 
to sudden death except at the hands of human predators, duly 
licensed by the Majesty of the Law. 

Thus the bullfrog has, via the process of quasi-clairvoyant in- 
terpretation of legislative intent, been raised to the rank of a “wild 
animal.” Obviously the bullfrog will now have to “reorient himself 
in this new climate of legal opinion,” as they might say in the 
State Department. 

This may be difficult for the bullfrog, not to mention small boys 
and boys-grown-up who hunt him, with flashlight and gig, or with 
a .22, or air gun. 

Mr. Almond is of the opinion that the use of such weapons 
ipso facto makes the bullfrog a hunted wild animal, and that there- 
fore a hunting license is needed to give old Jug-o’-Rum an ethical 
visa to the hereafter. 

I suppose that a poacher who had supplied himself with what 
the bullfrog freely advertises, and applied himself thereto, could 
easily find himself in a state of mind where, with gig poised in 
midair, he is confronted by a deep bass, “Got your huntin’ license, 
Bud?” 

And what of the unlicensed predator who uses a bamboo pole 
with a bit of red flannel tied to a long-shanked hook to snag him- 
self a mess of frogs’ legs? Will he be required to obtain a hunting 
license to fish? Or will he need a special fishing license to hunt a 
wild amphibian, which, being an animal, is not a fish? 

As you can readily see, I am somewhat bewildered by Mr. Al- 
mond’s reasoning as to “the intent of the Legislature.” 


f I reckon I’m just naturally old-fashioned, 
Old Fashioned and unable to adapt myself to the basic idea, 
that a bullfrog is a wild animal. I doubt whether any member of 
the Legislature voting for Section 29-131 even thought of bullfrogs 
as coming under the classification whose quietus can be achieved 
legitimately only by adding to the revenue of the State. 

The point at issue should be whether a man owning a pond or 
swamp has exclusive right to take bullfrogs on his own premises. 
If so, the paying of a license fee to a State (which has no pro- 
prietary rights in private property) seems to me to be no more than 
legally sanctioned trespass for the sake of revenue, and that this 
end is achieved by raising the bullfrog to the status of a “wild 
animal.”

ing than this one. W e climbed the stairs over the barbershop on a sortie into housing. A welfare work- 
er had mentioned it as one of the places where conditions weren’t ideal. She was concerned specifically 
about a Negro child to be sent home from a bout with rheumatic fever at Grady and “home” was a 


windowless room shared with five other persons. 


She was disturbed and maybe rightly. We 
went to see. 


Twenty-two families live on that second 
floor—some of them six or seven to a room. 
A cheerful bright-skinned Negro woman who 
was washing clothes in the floor’s one bath- 
tub and cooking collard greens in a room 
with four beds, told us about it. 


It wasn’t bad, she said. The tenants had two 
toilets, which she kept locked “cause you never 
can tell who'll be coming in.” But the keys were 
available on application to her, And the shower 
and the tub were both unlocked. There was a 
juke box and a pay telephone in the hall and a 
laundry tub which was disconnected sometime 
ago because “fourteen chillun lives up here and 
you just couldn’t keep ’em from playing in the 
water.” The children now play instead, on the 
sidewalk in front of the beer parlor downstairs 
or the parking lot in the back. 

There was a child, she recalled, that was 
brought home from “the Grady” some weeks ago 
but the family doesn’t live there any more. The 
mother and two of the older of five children had 
to go to the venereal disease hospital at Alto. 
She wasn’t sure what happened to the younger 
children. 

Personally, she is reasonably content. She and 
her husband and their three children had ample 
space—three rooms. In fact, they rent out one 
of their rooms at $5 a week to a couple with a 
baby. 

The family she really felt sorry for was the 
couple with six children in one room. “They come 
from the country,” she said with a kind of mel- 
low understanding. “They had more room in the 
country but they was looking for more paying 
work.” 

That is Decatur Street in one of its facets.

Two and a half blocks away W. L. Rogers, 85, 
a blue-eyed, gray-haired retired printer, pre- 
sented another. For 15 years Mr. Rogers has 
lived alone in a small front room facing the po- 
lice station—and for nearly as long he has 
spent most of his waking hours wrestling with 
the black soil in a scrap of thrown-away land 
back of the stores and crumbling lodging houses. 


The result is his own small Eden—an urban 
“Green Mansions” on borrowed ground. 

“I like to work with the earth,” Mr. Rogers 
said diffidently. “I was born on a farm in 
Lowndes county and made my first crop when I 
was 14 years old. This is different—but it is still 
earth.” 

Here in a plot surrounded by big buildings, 
warehouses and greasy parking lots, purple grapes 
ripen on fences, Peach, plum, fig and apple trees 
make cool green arbors of shade. There are 
Stayman Winesaps to produce apples in the Fall, 
Peachtrees are heavy with fruit and black Ital- 
ian figs are growing bigger every day. 


Mr. Rogers shares his garden with his neigh- 
bors and when the harvest is good he makes a 
little money on it. (“A summer or so ago I made 
$100 on my okra.”) But mostly he uses it as a 
retreat from the close quarters upstairs and the 
regular sights and sounds of Decatur Street. It 
gives him work to do and peace. 


“I knew I would get too old to work «a 
garden one day,’ he said serenely. “Now my 
fruit trees and grape vines work for me.” 


Almost any morning now the regular smells of 
Decatur Street—incense and exhaust fumes and 
catfish frying—may be joined by another aroma— 
grape jelly in the making.

House Slaps Down Medical Care Plan 


WASHINGTON—The present Democratic Congress has knocked off a lot of President Truman’s 
pet measures of domestic reform, but none more decisively than the backhanded swipe against na- 
tionalized and socialized medical care delivered by the House on Monday. Based almost exclusively 
on the belief that it was designed to further the Truman medical design, a plan to create a new cabe 
inet Department of Health, Education and Security was rejected by an overall vote of 249 to 71. 


The most astonishing circumstance was that 
106 Democrats—43 of them from outside the 10- 
State solid South—voted against the proposal, as 
against only 70 Democrats voting in favor of it. 


Eighty-three Democrats were unrecorded, 
compared with only 25 Republican absentees. 
Several of the Democrats who sneaked out 
just ahead of the vote confessed that they 
did so because they feared the wrath of 
organized labor if they opposed the Truman 
proposal, but were even more afraid of re- 
prisals by other voting groups if they voted 
for it. 


Of Democrats outside the solid South voting 
against the Presidential proposal, Ohio and Ken- 
tucky supplied five each; Indiana, Maryland and 
Mr. Truman’s home State of Missouri, four each;

New York and Arizona, one each.

manifest a stubborn blindness to 
any harm, intended or other- 
wise, that mother may do. This, 
too, is natural. 

Any newlywed is liable to 
feel a void when suddenly cut 
off from the indulgence, flattery 


and expert care that marked 
life with mother, Few brides 
can bake a cake as well as 
their mother-in-law, and not 
many men can keep up the 
standard of living set by their 
father-in-law. 

Both mates are naturally re- 
sentful of the other’s filial de- 
votion and of their in-laws. 
This, coupled with their own 
inexperience and consequent 
feeling of inadequacy as house- 
keeper and bread winner, is 
enough to make the situation 
intolerable. 

Careless words are dropped 
that sow the seed for violent 
arguments. A mother’s remark 
that her daughter needs a new 
coat, while it might be brushed 
off at the moment, could easily 
lead later to a shopping spree 
of such a scale that it could 
wreck the budget for months 
to say nothing of her husband’s 
good humor. A husband’s faith 
in his wife’s ability, or at least 
her efforts to be a good wife, 
are just as easily shaken by his 
mother’s chance remark that 
the little woman ought to go 
in for wholescale housekeeping 
three days a week. 

Probably the in-laws would 
be plunged into the depths of 
sorrow if the newlyweds got a 
divorce, yet they seldom real- 
ize that their careless, unthink- 
ing remarks are often the things 
that sow the seeds of doubt and 
distrust that lead to intense 
marital unhappiness. 

And, the terrible, often last- 
ing hurt done to in-laws by 
unappreciative, thoughtless and 
resentful offspring can not be 
determined. 

The situation, clearly, is diffi- 
cult at best. 

And it can be solved only by 
superhuman effort on the part 
of both newlyweds and their 
parents. This effort calls for 
super understanding, super ¢on- 
sideration and super kindness, 
a few white lies, and usually 
more cordiality than is actually 
felt. 

True, this will be difficult. 
But at least it will prevent the 
permanent harm caused by giv- 
ing vent to feelings that are 
more often than not, foolish and 
unwarranted; feelings caused 
by a temporary feeling of jeal- 
ousy and resentment that time, 
bringing mutual adjustments 
and greater understanding, will 
eventually cure.

Occupation on 
Long Journey

Besides the suggestions we 
have recently given in connec- 
tion with the baby’s food on a 
train, supplies to carry, and so 
forth, I want to add a warn- 
ing: While traveling do not give 
your older baby or very small 
child snacks and drinks to keep 
him quiet: candy, cakes, banan- 
as, sweet crackers and sweet 
drinks, Irregular feeding and 
unsuitable foods, together with 
the fatigue and excitement of 
traveling, are likely to make 
him ill. ' 

Here are a few suggestions 
that have proved helpful to 
many mothers: 

Make up a box of various 
kinds of games, books and toys. 
Have these all wrapped sepa- 
rately, and on each one the date, 
and if there are enough of them, 
the hour of the day. For ine 
stance, the label would read 
something like this: “To be 
opened after breakfast on the 
second day of the journey” or 
“To be opened at three o’clock 
on the third day.” This sort of 
thing is a delight to children. 

In addition to these sugges- 
tions I think it always helps 
to make a journey successful if 
a child is managed in such a 
way that he gets a little exer- 
cise, a little bath and fresh- 
ening up in the middle of the 
morning and the afternoon, and 
a substitute for a rest.

Change of Food Habits 
Best Weight Control 


Most overweights today do not expect to have their 


cake and keep their figure too 


no, but now they are 


looking for some way not to WANT the cake. 

“Doctor, for heaven’s sake give me something to curb 
my appetite,” is a familiar plea. So what are the facts— 
are appetite depressants effective, and are they safe for 


everyone? 

At first blush, it would seem 
that some drug to depress the 
appetite would be the solution. 
It’s pretty rough on overweights 
to have to cut down on their 
favorite foods through sheer 
self-control, for after all, they 
are the ones who love to eat. 
And if the depressants really did 


the trick ‘or everyone, this 
dietitian would be all in favor 
of them. 

But it’s next to impossible to 
fool nature—for long anyway. 
Experiments have proved that 
appetite depressants are effec- 
tive for a limited time only, 
perhaps for a few weeks. As 
Dr. L. H. Newburgh, one of the 
country’s foremost authorities 
in the treatment of overweight, 
sums it up: “Appetite depres- 
sants are not quite fair to over- 
weights. They simply put off 
the evil day of real control.” 

Some doctors prescribe an 
appetite depressant for certain 
overweights, taking the stand 
that they help curb appetite and 
make the beginning stage of re- 
ducing easier. And for those 
overweights who might never 
start reducing without such help, 
the drug may be the answer. 
But when the facts are all added 
up, it is obvious that no true 
appetite depressant should be 
used without a physical exami- 
nation, and then only under 
strict medical supervision. The 
drug should never be used in 
cases of overweight complicated 


by high blood pressure or a 
heart condition. 

The true appetite depressant 
drugs, however, are not to be 
confused with appetite curbers 
designed to help take the edge 
off appetite. These are sold 
without a prescription. I asked 
the Food and Drug Administra- 


tion to comment and here is 
their verdict on diet aids: “The 
diet aids in the form of expen- 
sive tablets or ‘candy’ are not 
in the dangerous class, but how 
much good are they? They work 
for the person who does not have 
much of an appetite, but the big 
eaters will happily consume the 
diet aid and too much food as 
well. Only the diet can do the 
trick.” 

Since getting down to normal 
weight and keeping there is only 
possible through a change of 
food habits, it would seem best 
to follow a good pattern of eat- 
ing—one that works in the di- 
rection of less fattening food 
habits.

Ready-made mixes, freezing 
as a method of food preserva- 
tion and enrichment of stand- 
ard foods, have been the sub- 
ject of much home economics 
research on foods during the 
past year. 

Reports of experimentation in 
these fields were presented at a 
food research meeting during 
the convention Thursday. 


Cakes mixes containing dried 
whole egg should be kept in the 
refrigerator if they are to be 
stored for any length of time. 
Mrs. Louise Leggett Wherry, of 
Kansas State College, advised. 
Mrs. Wherry has found that the 
temperature of storage appears 
to affect the “shelf life” more 
than any other factor. Presence 
or absence of shortening does 
not seem to affect the shelf life 
of the cake mixes when the 
storage temperature is not a 
variable. 


Mixes used in the study were 
found to produce good cakes aft- 
er seven weeks’ storage time at 
daboratory temperatures, and 
20 weeks at refrigerator tem- 
peratures. 


Frozen Turkey 


Freezing a whole stuffed 
turkey for cooking at a future 
time was recommended by Rose 
A. Erisman, of the Texas Ex- 
tensicn Service. Turkey parts, 
including steaks and _ ground 
meat from boned turkeys, can 
be stored compactly in the home 
freezer to be used at any time. 
The ground meat can be used for 
quick dishes such as loaves. 
turkeyburgers and patties. Miss 
Erisman found orange juice and 
French dressing gives a pleas- 
ant flavor to turkey steaks and 
increases their tenderness. 


United Family 


A united family at the break- 
fast table means a better break- 
fast for the 9-tol2-year olds, 
Elizabeth <A. Lippincott told 
home economists. Children of 
this age also are more likely 
to eat a good breakfast if some- 
one else prepares the ‘meal for 
them, Miss Lippincott found in 
a study on children’s breakfast 
habits conducted at Drexel In- 
stitute of Technology. 

A party breakfast was given 
to introduce a new improved 
dry yeast. This dehydrated yeast 
will be available soon. It should 
be a great boom to women who 
have liked this product in the 
past. The new yeast is pack- 
aged in moisture-proof wrap- 
pers to give it a five-to-six- 
month life. 

It will last even longer in a 
refrigerator although it does not 
require refrigeration. Tests show 
it behaves the same as fresh 
yeast in baked products and it 
is almost instantly dissolved in 
lukewarm water.

FREEZING TIPS 

For those who—intrigued by 
eulogies of old-fashioned ice 
cream—plan to buy a freezer 
and sample this storied delicacy 
first hand, a few tips for suc- 
cess might be offered: Always 
follow the ice cream _ recipe 
carefully. Scald the freezer, 
dasher and cover before using. 
Use coarse ice cream salt with 
the ice in packing. Fill the in- 
side can no more than 2/3 full

with the ice cream mixture, | 


allowing for expansion. Place 
the can cover on tightly. Turn 
the crank slowly but steadily— 
the mixture is frozen when the 
crank starts to turn hard. 


The continuous agitation of | 


freezer ice cream while it har- 
dens is the secret of its smooth- 
ness. 

When it is frozen, wipe 
around the top of the can and 
remove the top carefully so that 
no ice or salt falls into the ice 
cream.

Sift together one and one- 
half cups sifted flour, one- 
half cup enriched corn meal, 
three teaspoons baking pow- 
der and one teaspoon salt. 
Then cut in one-fourth cup 
shortening and add two-thirds 
te three-quarters cup milk. 
Mix it lightly only until the 
mixture is dampened, then 
turn it out on a lightly floured 
board and knead it gently a 
few seconds. The process is. 
just like that for regular bis- 
cuit. 

Roll out the dough to about 
three-eighths inch thickness and 
cut it into diamond shapes, or 
rounds or squares. Then place 
each piece in the frying pan in 
which the chicken has been 
fried but leave only a small 
amount of fat in the frying pan. 
Cook over medium heat until 
the underside is delicately 
browned: turn and cook on the 
other side. 

Serve the chicken bread pip- 
ing hot with the fried chicken.
